Now is tbe glorious time of frosted 


persimmons and moonlight nights when 
the happy cracker darkey of southern 
tieoigia shoulders his smooth-boie luck- 
number, and accompanied by a younger 
friend "totin" a club, and a dozen yelp- 
ing cur hounds nt his heels hies himself 
a^ay to the swamp where 'possums are 
ripe and turkey toosts convenient and 
abundant. 


Perhaps no region along the Atlantic 


seaboard presents such advantages for 
the 'popsum hunter as UIP border fringes 
of the great Okefenokeeswarnpin south- 
eastern Georgia. 


The great morass conceals all sorts of 


game, both large and small, and a vaiie- 
ty of reptiles in tbe bargain tbat would 
be a credit, to the finest "delirium tre- 
raena" shop in the country, but above all 
it is a paradise for tbe opossum hunter, 
and here the colored gentleman of the 
south can find in season the game be 
loves so well in the greatest plumpness 
and abundance. 


Some days before the holidays, when 


"crackliu" pots wete sizzling and the 
Christmas porkers had ceased to squeal, 
a small party of Irmters equipped with 
dogs and guns started into the swamp 
from the southeastern portion to make a 
moonlight raid ou the 'possum preserves 
and turkey rocsts for which that partic- 
ular section of Oke.fenokee had a famous 
reputation. In the j>arty were three 
grown darkies, and a boy who looked 
after the torclu-s, ll^ dogs and a couple 
of axes. 


It, was a fuiily good night for the pur- 


pose, the only real diawback being the 
latenc-ss of the rncon. but this was amply 
remedied by the resinous torchps which, 
after all, is the favorite method of sttamp 
hunting iu the South. 


The trail was a well-defined one, al- 


though it ofU"n led between several 
mines of mud. where a false step was apt 
to plunge one up to his n^ck it? sticky 
black loam, but the hunters were used 
to such experiences, and the real danger 
ay in disturbing perhaps some tinge rat- 
tlesnake or encountering a hungry cata- 
mount, nith which the swamp, and es- 
pecially this portion of it, was known to 
lie exceedingly well tenanted.

It was a fine, fat 'possum, 
and the darkey in front who made the 
discovery shouted excitedly at the top of 
his lungs: 


"Hi, hi, hi, >a. Come down 'possum, 


you's my meat. Come down, hi, hi, ya." 


•This set the do^'S going worse than 


ever, and a perfect bedlam of racket was 
echoed and re-echoed back from the 
depths of the swamp in a hundred re- 
verberations. 


A load of buckshot brought the victim 


to the ground, and the dogs pounced up- 
on him, tumbling head over heels upon 
each other-in their eagerness to reach 
tbe prize. He was finally secured and 
proved to be as "fat as cracklin," as one 
of the party put it. 


Four more 'possums were secured in 


the same manner, except that one fellow 
persistently remained concealed in the 
hollow of a rotten tree, aud it required 
the work of a couple of choppers and as 
many axes to add his scalp to those al- 
ready captured. 


Then came agrand feast. The puisuit 


had carried the party near to a branch of 
the St. Mary's river, and lie re an im- 
promptu camp was formed and the "var- 
mints'* spitted in anticipation of a genu- 
ine barbecue roast. 


The torches were stuck up in conven- 


ient places in the soft mud, the guns, 
axes and clubs laid about promiscuously

ly around and nearly shook the treed 
darkies from their various perches, so 
great was their terror tit the new danger 
that threatened. The cause was soon 
made apparent.

bank and covered with mud was poked 
the ugly black snout of a huge bull alli- 
g&tor, who, like the b«ar, had come un- 
bidden to the feast. 


The bear immediately rose upon his 


haunches, and with blood almost start- 
ing from bis enraged eyes leaped back a 
few feet, and stood defiantly growling 
and snarling at his antagonist. 
The 


black hide of the latter gradually appear- 
ed over the bank and then the two ene- 
mies of the SWB mp stood face to face, 
with the disputed viands between them. 
The hunters frooi their safe positions 
looked with amazement on the strange 
scene, and breathlessly watched the 
struggles that seemed imminent between 
these tivo lieree robbers of the swamp. 


The alligator crept slowly forward, 


nearer and nearer to the roasted meat, 
and when his snout had nearly leached 
the food the bear made one jump and 
landed on the saurian's back. He vainly 
tried to claw holes in that tough hide, 
but the scaly substance was too much for 


him, 
and the uext moment a vicious 


swing of the tail sent bruin rolling head 
over heels and right into the midst of the 
hot embers that had done such excellent 
duty in browning the 'possums. 


"Hi, hi," yelled the darkies in high 


slee when they saw their old enemy 
scrambling about among the coals, and 
making the very forest ring witb his 
roarings. "Hi, hi! you black rascal, 
bum him up, heat him hot," were a few 
of tlm polite remarks o£ the interested 
quartette above. 


The poor brute, with the hair almost 


scorched from his back, staggered wildly 
about for a few minutes, knocking the 
torches right and left as he reeled, and 
then he madea bolddash fortheallieator, 
who was ready and waiting with wide 
open jaws. He was knocked over by 
another blow, but bravely came on again, 
and this time charged his scaly foe with 
such well judged dexterity that his im 
petuous rush prevented the alligator 
from swiuginghisponderous tail on time. 
The swing came all right, but it missed 
the bear, and the momentum of '-.he blow 
sent the saurian floundering over on his 
back, where he lay kicking and thrash- 
ing about in a ludicrous manner. This 
was bruin's chance, and he accepted it 
without a moment's hesitation. Full 
upon the alligator he furiously jumped 
with all his weight, and seizing one of 
the reptile's legs in his month, he held 
on as a bulldog holds on. which caused 
thehuge amphibian to utter loud screams 
of despair.

Approaching unseen from the rear te 
eeized the Iliad leg of the bear, who was 
already engaged in a deadly struggle, 
aud the latter turning to meet this new 
danger was promptly attacked by the 
other alligator, who secured a firm grip 
on one of the forelegs.

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CAVALRY HORSES 


FOR UNCLE SAM. 


Not ail Easy Mjith-r to G»t the Kinil Thllt 


are Wanti-il, as Hi.M.-rs ure Uiiuble to 
Comply AVlth Requirements, It is Likely 
Thul rill-dulses Will be Miule 111 Open 
Market ][<-rr«n<-r—The Poinl- at the 
Modt-l Cavalry Horse. 


Tliere are over sixteen milliona of 


Imrses in the United States, and yet, ac- 
cording to Captain ,T. B. AJeahare, As- 
sistant Qimrlprmaster, U. S. A., the 
government finds it difficult to procure 
tlie seven hundred to a thousand ani- 
mals needed every year for the cavalry 
service. This seema singular, but it is 
true. Captnin Aleshare, accompanied 
by an army veterinary, has scoured Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Kentucky during the 
past few months in search of desirable 
cavalry stock and has just recently se- 
cured the full quota, his largest pur- 
chases bavin? b«eu made in Central 
Kentucky, where the blending oi thor- 
oughbred aud trotting strains has evolv- 
ed a horst peculiarly adapted to the ser- 
vice. 


It has been the custom of the govern- 


ment every year to buy cavalry horses 
by conlr-act, but this method has been 
so unsatisfactory and accompanied by so 
muny prr-pli;xing difficulties, it is not un- 
likely that the purchases will hereafter 
be miide in the open markets by agents 
of the government. A great deal of 
money lias been lost by contractors and 
their bonaamen, on account of the rigid 
rc'iuirements and the failure of the bid- 
ders to comply with them. The govern- 
ment would advertise for no many hun- 
dreds of horses, to be furnished in lots 
of different numbers, and award the con- 
tracts lo the lowest bidders. The con- 
tractors would be compelled to give 
bonds for the faithful performance of 
their obligations, and when the horses 
wi re examined they would be compelled 
to pay the difference in cost between the 
animals rejected and those bought in 
their stead in the open markets by the 
government agenls. 


An idea of the rocky roads traveled 


by pome of those contractors, as well as 
an illustration of the rigid requirements 
ii])nn the part of the cavalry service, 
may be gathered from the fact that in 
one consignment by a contractor in a 
certain State, only five out of a total of 
eighty-nine head delivered were accepted 
by the government veterinary. 
This 


left eighty-four head of horses on the 
contractor's hands, and he or his bonds- 
men were compelled to put up the differ- 
ence in the cost between the rejected 
animals and the ones bought to complete 
his contract. Heretofore, an average of 
one horse in every fifteen inspected has 
tit-en accepted, but it is frequently the 
case that thirty or forty animals are 
passed by in succession. Government 
officials on purchasing tours have fre- 
quently ridden all day througli a fairly 
populous region of some States and found 
only two acceptable animals. 


The model cavalry horse is, in color, 


either bay, sorrel, black or gray, sound, 
well bred and of superior class, gentle 
under the saddle, free 
from 
vicious 


habits, with free and prompt action at 
the walk, trot and gallop; without 
blemish or defect: of a kind disposition 
and with easy mouth arid gait. He must 
be a "gelding," (mares not taken under 
any circumstance";, of 
uniform 
and 


hardy color, in good condition, from 
fifteen and one-fourth to sixteen bands 
hi^li: weight not less than 9-W nor more 
thau 1,100 pounds; forehead broad, eyes 
large and prominent; from -i to 8 years 
old ; head and ears small, vision perfect 
in every respect; shoulders long and 
sloping well back : c'lest full, broad and 
deep; forelegs straight and standing 
well under; ''tun-el'' large and increas- 
ing from girth toward flank ; withers 
elevated ; back short and straight; loins 
aud haunches broad and muscular; 
bocks well bent aud under the horse; 
pasterns slanting, and feet small and 
sound. A horse under 5 years old will 
iiu* be purchased unless he is an especial- 
ly fia? animal, well developed. Each 
horse is subjected to a rigid examina- 
tion, aud ac.y animal that does not meet 
the requirements in every respect will 
not be purchased. 
So it can be seen 


that a horse wliicii meets the cavalry- 
man's fastidious taste must indeed be a 
model of equine excellence. Much stress 
is placed upon the intelligence manifest- 
ed by tiie candidate, both in expression 
and action, and there are certain pecu- 
liarities in the "face" and eyes of a horse 
which, to the expert, denote the fool, 
tbestubboin brute and the devilish ani- 


mal. 
Another singular phase of the 


system is, that while the cavalry horse 
must be of perfect shape and faultless 
conformation, he is purchased at from 
S12o to $250, comparatively small sums 
for even desirable "roadsters." 
This, 


however, is explained in a measure by 
the fact that the cavalry horse is useless 
for breeding purposes and, as a rule, 
not fast enough as a trotter to make a 
race horse. 


In the United States cavalry service 


there are ten regiments of. twelve troops 
each, with sixty men to the troop, not 
counting oiHcers, and there are over 
seven thousand horses in the service. 


The average working life of the caval- 


ry horse is about fifteen years, and about 
in per cent, of those in the service die or1 


are discarded every year. The horses 
bought every year are sent at once to 
the different forts and stations, and to 
the riding school at West Point, where 
rough and fancy riding is taught, and 
are put to work without delay, the 
soldier taking the green animal and com- 
mencing its education. Each cavalry- 
man trains and cares for his own horse, 
and no discrimination is made in the dis- 
tribution, the soldier boy out on the 
plains getting just as good a mount as 
the dandy who parades the gay thorough- 
fares of the capital. 


The horses adapt themselves very 


readily to the new condition of things 
and become familiar with all their duties 
and the signals in a surprisingly short 
lime. The most difficult thing to teach 
them is to become accustomed to fire- 
arms. Every evening as they pass from 
part oi their quarters to another to be 


fed, 
a carbine is fired near the head of 


every animal, and iu this way they are 
finally made so familiar with tbe noise 
of musketry that it fails to attract 
their attention, and during the rapid fir- 
ing and confusion of a skirmish with 
Indians they will browse along calmly 
and complacently, unmindful of whizzing 
rifle balls or bursting cartridges. 


When the cavalry horse is purchased 


he is branded with, the familiar "U. S." 


on his side or shoulder, and with a cer- 
tain numeral on one of his hoofs. The 
agent records his number in a book pro- 
vided for the purpose, and opposite the 
numeral writes a full description of the 
animal, cost, former owner, condition 
when shipped, etc. When the horse ar- 
rives at its destination, the record is 
copied into another book, but this time 
the animal is entered by name instead of 
by number. The curious might ask bow 
so many names, short, appropriate and 
distinctive, were provided. Horses of 
one color are given to one company, and 
their names usually begin witb the letter 
which classifies the company. 
Thus, 


the horses in Company G are called 
Grover, Grant, Garfiela, Greeley, Grimes 
and so on. The horses soon learn to 
which company they belong. Many of 
them from several troops may be grazing 
upon a prairie, but when the bugler 
sounds the stable call, they quickly as- 
semble, the bays to themselves, and the 
sorrels and the grays and blacks to their 
respective commands. They are taugbt 
many difficult manoeuvres, one of the 
most interesting of which is to lie down 
so that tbe soldier may use tbeir body 
as a protection and from behind which 
to fire at tbe enemy. 


Very wara attachments naturally 


spring up between tbe cavalryman and 
bis horse, and rare indeed is a case of 
cruelty heard of. Captain Aleshare says 
be lias known soldiers out on the plains, 
far from supplies and ia.ii desolate coun- 
try, empty tbeir canteens into tbeir hats 
and give the water to their famishing 
horses, robbing themselves. 
Others 


have been known to endure intensely 
cold weather while their blankets cover- 
ed their horses. 


DOCTORS' BILLS AND POVERTY. 
Physicians follow a profession that is 


heavily handicapped on its financial side. 
Their services are required at a time 
when the patient is laid aside from his 
pursuits; and if he be the bread-winner 
of a lowly family, as the great majority 
of men are, then the household income 
stops. This is an emergency in which 
he is least able to incur or pay any debt. 
Then, too, the doctor's fees pile up with 
a rapidity appalling to a thin purse. 
And since tbe profession discarded the 
old saddle-bags, aud ceased to be itiner 
ant apothecaries, the expenses are aug- 
mented by the cost of filling prescrip- 
tions. The consequence is that a man 
who recovers from a severe or tedious 
illness returns to his business loaded 
with a debt that the close savings of 
months alone can discharge. In very 
many cases the debt is never discharged.

RETURNS BY TAX COLLECTORS. 


SECRETARY 
OF INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS 


LATTA'S REPORT—COST OF THE 


COMMON SCHOOLS. 


Secretary of Internal Affairs Latta 


has prepared a report showing the taxes 
paid during tbe year 1895 by the people 
of Pennsylvania for the maintenance of 
State, county, city, borough and town- 
ship governments. The report contains 
returns from the commissioners of every 
county in the State, except Schuylkill, 
and is the most complete and compre- 
hensive ever issued by tbe department 
on the subject of taxation. 


The consolidated returns show that 


the total amount of taxes collected for 
the support of tbe poor was $1 593.755 - 
93 This amount is levied and collected 
directly aud does not include all money 
expended for the purpose. There was 
appropriated last year from the county 
treasurers for the support of the poor in 
the counties of the State having alms- 
houses $742,664 00. which, added to the 
amount collected directly, makes a total 
of $2 336.419 30. The amount collected 
during the year for the construction and 
repair of streets, roads and bridges was* 
$9.019,185 77. 


COST OF COMMON" SCHOOLS. 


In the sixty-six counties making a re- 


port it is found that the common schools 
have made necessary tbe levy and collec- 
tion of $11,930,9 .7.91. This does not in- 
clude the amount received by the school 
districts direct from the State Treasurer 
The amount of taxes collected for pur- 
poses other thun those already mentioned 
was $25,373,200.87. 
This includes the 


amount expended by the several Boards 
of County Commissioners for the sup 
port of the county governments. 


The counties making return collected 


$47,917,140 48 in taxes for all purposes 
during the year. 


Under special subjects of taxation it 


is found that personal property has been 
made to pay $2 733 279.33. Ttiere have 
been collected on occupations taxes to 
the amount of $1,OS4,82S 00. The tota 
amount received during the j-ear from li- 
censes was $4,943,937 05 Of this amount 
Philadelphia collected $2 484 181 50 an<J 
Allegheny county $993 598 25. The total 
amount of taxes for the year collected 
on the real estate of railway corporations 
was $741.293 66. Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg are the only places in the State 
where all real estate of railway corpora- 
tions is subject to taxation for certain 
local purposes. The taxes on real estate 
of corporations 
other than, railways 


amounted to $1 863,83-5.41.

The Bight to Condemn. 


The Gettysburg Railway-Battlefield Case Is 


Decided Against the Railway People. 


In the United States Supreme Court Mr. 


Justice Peckham, the new member of the 
Court, yesterday announced the opinion 
in tto cases growing out of the effort by 
Congress to take possession of the the cer- 
tain tracts of land adjacent to and part of 
the Gettysburg Battlefield Park, claimed 
by the electric railroad company, whose 
line was laid on the territory in question 
The proceedings to condemn were begun 
under authority of an act of Congress ap- 
propriating money to pay for the ground, 
but Judge Dallas, of the Circuit Court, de- 
cided that the law was unconstitutional. 


JUDGE JWTLKK'S OPINION. 


Judge Butler, of the District Court, in a 


dissenting opinion, said : "In mv juoV- 
ment, this is a legitimate public use of tne 
land. Ihe battle was a great lesson in 
military science, the greatest ever taught 
on ;his continent, at least—a most impor- 
tant illustration in strategy and the art of 
war. That it may be filly understood 
anG appreciated hereafter, it is necessary 
to do just what is proposed—preserve, the 
battlefield in its original condition, mark 
the positions and movements of the troop= 
and the different arms of the service at 
the various stages of the battle, so that it 
may be seen, as upon a great chart, pre- 
cisely how the battle was fought. The 
Government proposes to perpetuate and 
secure this lesson for the sake of what it 
may teach to those who at present consti- 
tute its armies, as well aa those who will 
hereafter constitute them. In my judg- 
ment this is a legitimate purpose, "and it 


and teach them military science. 


Justice Peckham announced that the 


Supreme Court had decided to sustain 
Judge Butler's view of the law that it was 
constitutional, and, therefore, Judge Dal- 
las's judgment would be reversed and a 
new trial granted.

The Emanuel Plank roller mill, 3 miles 


west of town, is a complete wreck, caused 
by fire this morning. The miller, Emory 
Plank, son of the owner, was awakened 
about four o'clock by the sound of the 
falling machinery. He went to his neigh- 
bor's, George Wible's, and rang the farm 
bell ; a horseman rode over the neighbor- 
hood to spread the alarm, and a largn 
crowd collected, but within a short time 
the whole structure had fallen a total 
wreck. The cause of the fire is a mystery. 


Mr. Plank's loss is about $10,000, with 


insurance as follows : $2,000 in the Mum- 
masburg Company, 52,000 in the Liberty 
and Independent and $2,000 in the .-Etna, 
the last company represented bv J. L. 
Schick. The miller's loss cannot be es- 
timated, but may reach ?1,000. All of his 
books, with the exception of the ledger, 
were destroyed, about -10 bbls. of flour and 
a large quantity of wheat and feed. 
The 


wagon shed close to the mill was also 
consumed, but the other buildings were 
saved. 


This mill was built by Robert Cobean 


in about 1S50. It was purchased about 
1SS3 by the present owner who put in the 
roller process and increased the capacity 
to 48 barrels per day. It was the second 
roller mill in the county.

Early Crops and Labor. 


LOSS IN PREMATURE SEEDING 


How to Manage Hot-Beds and Cold Frames 


ter Work That Saves Time In the 


Bu5y Spring Months. 


By early crops is meant not only th 


grains and vegetables, but an importan 
on* among the auimnls—the lambs. Jan 
nary and February are the months when 
the lambs com'. and there is no belt* 
time ror thorn to be ^ven the best o 
care than then. ..< it is too soon fo 
spntig work iu Ui fields 
The failure: 


which occur in the raising of lambs is du< 
to tbe heavy loss among them the firs 
few days. The adult sheep is itself ten 
dei, but is provided by Nature with a 
warm covering of wool. The lamb a 
birth bas but a scanty protection, and a 
this season is suddenly met with a Chang 
of temperature equal to tbe difference o 
temperature between tbat of tbe body o 
its dam and that of tbe barn or stal 
where it comes into life, which may be 
as much as 50 degrees change of temper 
ature, or more. It is then tbat they be- 
come chilled uiid never fully recover the 
effects, even if they should survive 
Sheep will not pay if the farmer is satis 
fled to lose one-half of his lambs. Then 
is no reason why be should lose any, un 
less for causes beyond his control 
Warmth is the secret of success in rais 
ing lambs, and with judicious feeding o: 
the ewes, so as to provide a sufficiency ol 
milk, and not crowding them, the lambs 
should thrive. Give them attention tbe 
first week and they will be then raisec 
with much less labor afterwards. 


The desire to get the seed into the 


ground as early as possible is met very 
often with a loss, and where seeding is 
done when the snow is on the ground, as 
with clover, frequently an insufficient 
amount is used, and tbe "catch" is poor 
Frost, birds, and lack of covering to the 
seeds leave but a proportion to germinate, 
When tha spring opens apparently early, 
especially if the winter has been mild. 
there is a strong temptation to begin 
seeding. The loss of seed is quite an 
item should a cold spell come after seed- 
ing, but the heaviest loss is in time. 
The very effort made to begin early 
causes the crops -jo be late because a 
second planting must be made, due to 
the seed decaying in the ground. It 
should be understood that it requires a 
certain temperature, or warmth, before 
life begins in seeds, and the temperature 
varies according to the kind of seeds. It 
has long ago been demonstrated that 
seeds planted after the warm days of 
spring have well advanced will sprout 
and overtake those planted when tbe 
ground is cold, and the fact is a'so well 
known to farmers, yet thousands of dol- 
lars worth of seeds are annually lost by 
the desire to get crops in early, or in 
incurring the risk of unfavorable weather. 


There is one way to secure early crops 


of some kinds, and that is «ith the use 
of hot-beds and cold frames, and now is 
the time to make them. Begin the 
plants in the hot-bed and thansfer them 
to cold frames whenever it can be done, 
so as to gradually harden them, or 
rather, accustom them to a colder atmos- 
phere. Plants so treated i.ill start off 
much more vigorously when set out in 
the open air than if kept in the hot-bed 
until the time arrives to plant them out- 
side

The fact that the growing of onions 


requires very rich soil, thorough cultiva- 
tion, and & heavy expense for seed when 
the sets are used, deters many from 
making them a special crop, but within 
the past three years a new system has 
been tiled which promises to revolu 
tionize onion growing. The onion crop 
is one that demands attention very earl' 
in the spring. The sets are sometimes 
put out on the ground almost before thu 
winter is over, but as they can stand a 
certain degree of cold it, 'is seldom tbat 
early planting results in loss 
In Con 


necticut the large red Wethersfield it 
grown, being produced from seed, but 
in Pennsylvania the seed is used to 
produce "sets," nhich are planted the 
following vear to produce onions, a 
method which really requires two years 
for the sowing of the seed. 
The Yel- 


low Danvers variety is mostly preferred. 
Some growers in this section use seed 
for growing a crop in one year, but 
market gardeners and those who grow 
small patches prefer the sets, which are 
surer in producing a crop and can be 
more easily cultivated, as much of the 
work required must be done by hand. 


THE NE1V METHOD. 


There is really nothing novel in de- 


parting from the old system, as it has 
been discovered (but which should have 
been practiced years ago), tbat the seed 
can be started early in the hotbed and 
transplanted in the field as soon as the 
season opens—that is, the sets are 
grown the same season that they are 
transplanted. 
Of course, this means 


that now is the time to get the hotbed 
ready and the seeds sowed, so as to have 
the sels of suitable size when they are 
desired. Thus, by the use of the hotbed, 
a great saving of time is made- a whole 
year—which should largely cheapen the 
cost and encourage farmern to grow 
more onions, as they bring good prices 
during the entire year compared with 
some crops. On suitable soil, that has 
been specially prepared, as many as UOO 
bushels per acre have been grown, and 
they can always be relied upon to pro- 
duce better than po'atoes, the expense, 
however, being greater, but the prices 
obtained are much higher. When tbe 
crop is short they sell as high as one 
dollar per bushel, and they will keep 
well during tue winter if proper storage 
facilities aie provided. 


CriEAPEXIXd THE COST. 


The labor of cultivation being very ex- 


pensive, it is important to take advan- 
tage of labor-saving implements, the 
band weeders, cultivators and harvesters 
now being improved to a high degree of 
efficiency. Tliegreatdrawback toonion- 
growing is weeds. The labor of keeping 
them down would be greatly reduced if 
the ground intended for onions is kept 
clean during the whole year, by not al- 
lowing grass or weeds to secure a stand 
or prod uce seed. Ground that has pro- 
duced a crop will continue to give good 
results provided plenty of manure and 
fertilizer can be given, the manure to be 
fine and well worked into the soil 
Should the onion maggot put in an ap- 
pearance it will be an advantage to take 
a new location for the next crop. While 
onions requirf) much more labor than 
field crops, yet they give better profits 
for the labor and they are suitaUe for 
those who have small areas, as t-*o or 
three acres of onions may be regarded as 
quite a large patch.

The Economy of Good Roads. 
In ,s]nte of the fact that Hie Northern 


States lire faiil> gridironed with railway 
tracks the Road Irqniry Rurean of the j 
Department of Agritultnral at Washin 
ton declares in a recent report that tt 
average wagon haul of all products I 
markets and railway stations is C 9 mill 
and that in the existing condition of tl: 
country roads the average coat per to 
for hauling is 25 cents per mile or a trill 
ess than $1.7.5 per ton for the averag 
distance. It does not requite an exper 
mathematician to figure out tliat at tees 
rates tbe total cost of hauling theannua 
product of the country will reach close t 
a billion of dollars. 


There are two very significant fact 


suggested by these figures. The first if 
that no matter now great the railway dt, 
velopment may be the agricultural pro 
ducts of the country will have to be liau 
ed a long average distance over countr 
roads. The second is. that any impor 
tant reduction in the cost of haulin 
must depend upon the construction ant 
maintenance of good roads. Twenty 
five cents a ton is an unnecessarily ex 
pensive rate, but with roads over whicl 
the average load cannot exceed one ton 
per team of two horses or mules the rati 
cannot be reduced. With a roadbed tha 
would permit of two-ton loads the rate 
could be cut in half, and in no othe 
way. 


The two essentials of good roads are 


easy grades and a solid and well drains 
surface. The first can only be s^curec 
in many instances by relocating existing 
highways with a view solely to an fnv 
provement of the grade. The present 
country highways were laid out original 
ly as nearly as possible on straight lines, 
the surveyors taking little or no account 
of the contour of the country. All this 
will have to be radically changed as the 
very first step toward securing a good 
road system, and a lessening of the cosl 
ot hauling the agricultural staples to 
market. Besides being the first essential 
it will be the most difficult of accom- 
plishment. 
The farmers will protest 


most vigorously against having their 
land bisected by winding roadways. 


The other essential of a solid roadbed 


with a smooth surface should not be very 
difficult of realization. The steam stone 
crusher and the steam roller have 
wrought a revolution in the art of good 
road building as well as a great, [educ- 
tion in cost. 
The successful employ- 


ment of convicts upon the roads in the 
South suggests the introduction of a 
heretofore practically useless branch of 
labor into this much needed line of 
public improvement. Tramps and con- 
victs cannot be abolished, but they can 
be made to earn their living and serve 
the public in a much needed and verj 
useful improvement by putting them to 
work in tbe construction of permanent 
highways. In this calling, too, convict 
labor would be less likely to come icto 
conflict with the organized labor of the 
country than if employed at any branch 
of productive industry. 


But tbe prelude to revised grades and 


solid roadbeds constructed by modem 
machinery operated .by convict or other 
labor must be the realization by the 
agricultural community of the economy 
of good roads. This secured the easy 
grades and macadamized roadbeds will 
follow. Without this no other improve- 
ment is possible. Farmers are opposed 
to high taxes, but the knowledge tbat 
the average cost of hauling their pro 
ducts to markets or railway stations is 
twenty-five cents per ton per mile should 
convince them that this is the most 
burdensome tax imposed upon tbem. 
They should study the good road problem 
with a view to the reduction of their

The time for very fat pigs has passed.! 


Tbe market prefers a pig that has soioe j 
!<?an along with tha fat, and such can ! 
be produced with the same increase of j 
weight as when fat piedominates.' 
Fartnera will never abandon the great I 
American cereal—corn—nor should they | 
do so, but they can vary the food with 
a more nitrogenous ration and thereby 
secure fully as he ,vy weight, as well as 
promote the thrift of the hogs bj using 
the varied articles of food. 


When a plot refuses to respond to clo- 


ver it indicates that something is lack- 
ing. It may be only one substance, 
such as lime or potash, and the soil may 
also be well adapted for some other 
crop. Clover derives much of its nitro- 
gen from the air which is returned to 
the soil. Lime will prove beneficial to 
all crops, and for that reason the farm- 
ers will make no mistake in using it on 
any kind of soils. 


There is a substance which enters 


largely into the cooiposition of all 
plants, yet it is not regarded as a val- 
uable fertilizer for application, as it 
abounds in all soils. It is also insoluble, 
yet by chemical process the plants take 
it up. The substance is silica. It forms 
the bony structure of plants, and is thg 
sharp, cutting edge blades of corn. It 
exists largely in the stalks of grain, 
and is one of the most essential of all 
substances. Potash and lime in the 
soil assist in rendering it soluble, and 
in the plants it is almost of the same 
composition aa glass—silicate of lime 
and potash. 
Without silica the stalks 


of grains would not be erect while grow- 
ng. 


The texture of the s.iil influences the 


germination of seeds, and the growth 
of crops. Even the still soils can be 
rendered friable by cultivation and 
drainage. The frost in winter greatly 
assists in pulverizing clods and lumps, 
and the lime sometimes causes a change 
n the texture of soils. No system of 
cultivation will avail on stiff soils, how- 
iver, unless deep plowing and thorough 
under-drainage is practiced. The sub- 
soil plow is a necessary implement on 
uch land. 
Cabbage should be started in the hot- 


bed early, as they are not as tender as 
ome plants and will stand exposure 
arly in the season. Early cabbage can- 
not be gotten into market too soon, arid 
hey always bring good prices.

The farmer, on tbe 
contrary, cultivates more hind, expends 
less proportionately, and secures smaller 
crops, which are not so much in demand 
as those produced by the gardener. It 
requires capital to succeed with farm- 
ing, and unless the farmer is willing to 
invest largely in labor of cultivation and 
to procure fertilizers that can be liber- 
ally applied he will lessen bis profits 
according to what he may. fail to give 
the land m order to make it produce to 
its fullest capacitj . 


It is an old maxim that half the bat- 


tle is putting stock, either young or old, 
into winter quarters in thrifty condi- 
tion.
